INTRODUCTION 


This publication continues the practice of 
presenting a limited survey of university teachers’ 
salaries at 17 universities every two years, alter- 
nating with a more detailed survey of salaries and 
qualifications at a larger number of institutions 
in the intervening years. 


The reader interested in salary trends from 
1937-38 to date at the 17 institutions should 
consult the Dominion Bureau of Statistics’ publica- 
tion University Teachers’ Salaries, 1937-1960 
for more detail of salary distributions. Details of 
distributions at the 17 institutions for 1960-61 
appeared in Table 2 of Salaries and Qualifications 
of Teachers in Universities and Colleges, 1960- 
1961. Tables 4 and 5 in the present publicaticn 
repeat historical data on median salaries and 
staff numbers that appeared in the two above- 
noted publications, while Charts 1 and 2 present 
these data in graphic form. 


Review of 1961-62 Data 


Salaries 


University salaries continued to rise in 1961 - 
62, as indicated in Tables 1 and 4, but at a some- 
what slower rate than in the immediately preceeding 
years. 


Table 6 gives a further comparison of salaries 
paid at the four largest institutions included in 
the 1961-62 survey and also indicates the slower 
rate of increase in the past year, due mainly to 
little change in salary schedules at the various 
institutions. 


Number of Staff 

Table 2 indicates the expansion in full-time 
teaching staff members at the 17 institutions and 
shows the rapid rise in staff to match the current 
increase in student enrolment. It will be noticed 
that the increase in enrolment from 1956-57 to 
1961-62 at these institutions has been more or 
less matched by a similar increase in staff. As 
might be expected, the much larger increase in 
students in Western Canada, especially since 
1959-60, has not quite been matched by a similar 
growth in staff. Indeed, the staff-student ratio for 
the four western universities has increased from 
the 1956-57 figure while it has decreased for 
the institutions included from the Atlantic Prov- 
inces and Central Canada during the same period. 
The ratio for the 17 institutions as a group has 
remained quite constant for most years from 
1951-52 to 1961-62. 


La présente publication continue la pratique 
établie de présenter tous les deux ans un rapport 
limité sur les traitements des professeurs d’univer- 
sité dans 17 universités et alterne avec un rapport 
plus détaillé sur les traitements et la qualification 
des professeurs d’un plus grand nombre d’institutions 
les autres années. 


Le lecteur intéressé a la courbe des traitements 
depuis 1937--38 jusqu’a nos jours dans les 17 insti- 
tutions consultera la publication du Bureau fédéral 
de la statistique, intitulée Traitements des profes- 
seurs d’université, 1937-1960 et y trouvera une 
répartition plus détaillée de ces traitements. La 
répartition détaillée pour les 17 institutions en 
1960-61 a paru au tableau 2 de Traitements et forma- 
tion des professeurs des universités et colléges, 
1960-1961]. Les tableaux 4 et 5 de la présente publi- 
cation répéetent les données chronologiques sur les 
traitements médians et le personnel qui ont paru dans 
les deux publications ci-haut mentionnées; les gra- 
phiques 1 et 2 présentent ces mémes données sous 
forme de graphique. 


Revue des données de 1961 - 1962 


Traitements 

Les traitements universitaires ont continué de 
monter en 1961-62, comme l’indiquent les tableaux 
1 et 4, mais a un rythme un peu plus ralenti que ces 
derniéres années. 


Le tableau 6 établit une autre comparaison des 
traitements versés dans les quatre plus grandes 
institutions du relevé de 1961-62; on yconstate aussi 
une augmentation plus modérée que l’an dernier, 
principalement a cause du peu de changement dans 
lV’échelle des traitements dans les diverses institu- 
tions. 

Personnel 

Le tableau 2 démontre l’augmentation du person- 
nel enseignant a temps plein dans les 17 institutions; 
elle a été rapide devant la montée croissante des 
inscriptions. On remarquera que l’accroissement des 
inscriptions de 1956-57 a 1961-62 dans ces institu- 
tions a été plus ou moins contre-balancée par l’aug- 
mentation correspondante du personnel. Dans l’ouest 
du Canada, l’accroissement beaucoup plus fort des 
inscriptions, surtout depuis 1959-60, ne s’est pas 
accompagné d’une augmentation équivalente du per- 
sonnel. En réalité, le rapport personnel-étudiants 
dans les quatre universités de l’Ouest a augmenté 
au regard de celui de 1956-57, alors qu’il a baissé 
dans les institutions des provinces de 1’Atlantique 
et du Canada central durant la méme période. Le 
rapport pour l’ensemble des 17 institutions est de- 
meuré plut6t constant la plupart des années de 1951- 
52 a 1961-62.
